That “Ruined” 
Maryland Test 
Road 


According to PMTA the alleged "plant," a nice chap 
named C. Colburn Hardy, was working for and under the 
direction of Carl Byoir, big New York public relations 
agency retained by the Eastern Railroad President Confer- 
ence. 


Ohio's governor, Frank J. Lausche, has openly repudi- 
ated his party's platform to take another "swing" at the 
trucking industry's chin. The Buckeye governor who has 
won distinction as vice president of the Federation for 
Railroad Progress will again try to slap a ton-mile tax 
on trucks. This, in spite of the fact that his legisla- 
tive pet was rejected by the last session of the Ohio 
State Legislature . .. more recently by his party plat- 
form committee. 

"Youngstown Vindicator" in a lead editorial said 
that Lausche's action was perhaps the “only instance in the 
country in which a candidate for governor openly repudi- 
ates his party platform." 











"Let's ride over ‘ruined' roads.* That's the invi-~ 
tation extended by the ATA in an 8-page pictorial pamphlet 
showing shots along the Maryland Test Road... the 
anti-truck boys told the country it had been "destroyed" 
by heavy trucks. 

The pamphlet says that the "destroyed" road was sub- 
jected to 20 = 90 years’ service in six months by special 
test trucks. It says Maryland spent only $9,918 on the 
road after the test .. . now the road is smoother than 
many miles of highway that never saw a truck. 

The pamphlet also says “Where the pavement rested 
on gravel, not one crack developed. Those slabs didn't 
crack even under the weight of a 200,000 pound Army tank 
carrier after they had already been subjected to more than 
two decades extra wear in six months. Where the pavement 
"rested' on clay -- clay which turned into mud and washed 
away whenever it rained -- the engineers who conducted 
the test said the cracking would have been prevented by 
the ordinary maintenance practice of undersealing weak 
spets." 

Not long ago ATA drove a car along the "destroyed" 
test road with a glass of orange soda pop on the instru- 
ment panel. At 50 mph it didn't even fizz. 
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Private Carriers Private Motor Carriers don't like the ICC's blanket 
Want Out! extension of its explosive regulations. 
ATA's Private Carrier attorney, Joe E. Keller, has 
told ICC just that, in formal objections filed against the 
proposals in ICC's Notice No. 7, dated July 7, 1952. 
The API's Committee on Automotive Transportation 
wants ICC to grant time for further informal discussion 
of its decision to make the common and contract explosive 
regulations include private carriers. Other organizations 
interested in the production and transportation materials 
covered by the ICC regulation want to be heard too. 








Diversion Business and professional people don't agree with 

Opposed, 2 to 1 New York State's policy of "diverting" highway user taxes. 
The vote was 2 to l "agin" it. That's interesting in view 
of the fact that the Empire State has diverted more than 
$800 million of highway revenue to other purposes over the 
years. 

It's also interesting that the 2 to 1 vote was re- 
corded in answers to a questionnaire sent to business and 
professicnal people all over the country by New York State's 
Department of Taxation and Finance. 

In 284 replies, 188 said "yes, highway user taxes 
should be earmarked for highway costs." Ninety-six said 
*no.*

How to Figure Deceleration Rate 
and Stopping Time 


The rate of deceleration (above) is expressed 
by first stating the loss in rate of speed in miles per 
hour or in feet per second, then giving the time 
required for this rate of speed to be lost. Example: 
if speed of a vehicle is 20 mph and one second 
later it is 18 mph, its rate of deceleration is 2 mph 
per second. Or, if the initial speed is 30 ft per 
second and one second later ij is 20 ft per second. 
the rate of deceleration is 10 ft per second per 
second. 

Stopping time is the initial speed divided by the 
deceleration rate. Example: If a vehicle moves at 
the rate of 30 ft per second and decelerates at 10 ft 
per second per second, the stopping time is 3 


seconds.

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About Brake Performance 


Stopping Time and Distance 


One of the most important things to remember about 
deceleration of a vehicle is that the distance you travel 
during a stop is always greatest in the first second. At 
left is shown a vehicle decelerating at the rate of 10 ft 
per second, per second, from an initial speed of 30 ft per 
second. The rate of deceleration remains constant, but 
the vehicle actually travels 25 ft during the first second 
after brakes are ipplied., 15 ft in the second. and only 
5 ft during the third second. a total of 45 ft. 

During the first second of deceleration vou will be 


traveling at close to your initial speed. And this is why 
it’s so essential that brakes become fully effective the 
moment you depress the brake pedal. The loss of one 
second between the time you depress the pedal and the 
instant the brakes are actually applied will add 30 ft to 
the stopping distance--making a total of 75 ft, or an 
increase of 6674 per cent. 

The true performance of any type of brake system in 
terms of stopping time and distance can be determined 
only by actually measuring the time and distance the 
vehicle travels from the instant you depress the brake 
pedal. Such tests can be made comparative only by using 
instruments to determine accurately the speed at the 
instant the brake pedal is depressed. 





vs Weight and Speed 


Obviously no brake designed to control a truck weigh- 
ing 10,000 lb is capable of controlling the truck when 
this weight is exceeded. If weight is doubled, the energy 
of motion to be changed into heat energy is doubled. The 
brake cannot properly stop twice as much weight and it 
cannot properly dissipate and absorb double the amount 
of heat 

lhe effect of higher speeds is even more serious. In a 
stop from 40 mph there is four times as much energy of 
motion to be changed to heat energy as in a stop from 
20 mph. If speed is doubled you need to develop four 
times as much stopping power; brakes must absorb and 


dissipate four times as much heat 


Now let’s combine these two factors of weight and 
speed. If you double both weight and speed, your stop- 
ping power must be increased eight times as shown at 
left. 

Stopping distance will increase in the same progres 
sion if the speed is increased without increasing capacity 
of the brakes. A vehicle that will stop in 30 ft from 20 
mph requires 120 ft to stop from 40 mph, and 270 ft 
to stop from 60 mph. 

If both weight and speed are increased, the stopping 
distances become weird. A 20,000 lb vehicle at 60 mph 
has 18 times the energy of motion of a 10,000 Ib vehicle 
at 20 mph. 

And the 20,000 lb vehicle at 60 mph will require 18 
times as much stopping distance (540 ft), if it has only 
the stopping power of a 10.000 lb vehicle which is going 
at the rate of 20 mph. 





Friction is the resistance to relative motion between 
any two bodies in contact-—such as the brake shoe and 
drum, or the tire and the road. 

The coefficient of friction is the friction developed by 
any two bodies in contact. and is expressed by stating 
the amount of force required to move one body while in 
contact with the other. The amount of force is expressed 
in relation to the weight of the moving body. 

For example, if a moving body weighs 100 lb, and 
requires a 60 lb force to keep it moving while in contact 
with another body. the coefficient of friction between the 
two bodies is 60 per cent. or 0.6 (See left.) 

Friction varies with materials, and with condition of 
the materials. The coefficient of friction between anv 
two surfaces changes with any variation in one or both 


surfaces. A little oil or grease between two flat dry metal 
surfaces will greatly reduce the friction. 

Two friction factors are involved in braking. First. 
the one between the tire and the surface of the road. 
Second, between the lining of the brake shoe and the 
brake drum. The first coefficient may vary from 0.1 to 
0.9—the second, from 0.1 to 1.0. However, it has been 
found that good performance can be obtained by cal- 
culating the weight on the tire and using a coefficient of 
friction between the tire and road of 0.6, and selecting 
a proper size brake with a lining to drum coefficient of 
friction of 0.35. 

Retarding force of the ground is the weight on the 
wheel multiplied by the coefficient of friction between 
the wheel and road. The retarding force on the brake 
drum is the force applied against the drum by the brake 
shoes, multiplied by the coefficient of friction between 
lining and drum

Horsepower Needed to Stop 


Relatively few people really appreciate the tremendous 
forces involved in stopping a commercial vehicle from 
the speeds common today. The simplest illustration is a 
comparison between the horsepower required to accel- 
erate the vehicle and the horsepower required to stop it. 

Suppose a truck having an engine capable of develop- 
ing 100 hp requires 1 minute to accelerate to 60 mph. 
The same vehicle would easily be capable of stopping in 
not more than 6 seconds. (We'll forget about unknown 
quantities such as rolling friction and wind resistance.) 
Brakes must develop in 6 seconds what the engine de- 
velops in 60 seconds. In other words, the brakes do the 
same amount of work as the engine—in one tenth of the 
time. This means your brakes must develop 1000 hp 
during the stop. (See left.) 


The Human Factor 


These are the natural laws under which your brakes 
operate. Make sure those brakes are functioning properly 
because they're often your margin between safety and 
disaster. But a great deal still depends on your drivers. 
For their benefit, the chart shown at left might well be 
cut out of this magazine and pasted in the cab of every 
truck in your fleet. It shows that when brakes are in 
good working order, a vehicle that will stop in 30 ft at 
20 mph requires 120 ft to stop at 40 mph, and 270 ft 
to stop at 60 mph. END

The operation works on a cross 
dock set-up and is planned so that 
material flow is as short as possible. 
Approximately 65 per cent of the 
loads are transferred directly to an- 
other trailer. Twenty new fork lift 
trucks are in use, and they generally 
take care of three doors each. Central 
checkers handle five trailers each. 

Under the old system, a picker, 


checker and three wheelers—a total of 
five men—were needed to unload a 
trailer. In the terminal, 
picker, 14 of a checker, and 14 of a 
wheeler—approximately two men 

can handle the entire operation. Pres- 
ent average is 2200 lb of freight per 
hour, which includes all clerks and 
supervisory help necessary for dock 
operation. The average, including 
dock handlers, is 3,000 Ib per hour.

Mechanized Accounting e The ac- 
counting operation leans heavily on 
the IBM system. Installed by Spector 
only two years ago in the old terminal. 
more or less as an experiment, the 
accounting system is now almost com- 
pletely mechanized. Machines handle 
the entire payroll, accounts receivable, 
leasing payments and statistics, ac- 
counts payable, and about 22,000 
draft payments a month. About 18,- 
500 transactions are completed a day. 

Rental cost is approximately $1,600 
monthly and covers thirteen machines. 

Spector has also developed a sys- 
tem which allows use of the machines 
clear through and including posting 
of the final ledger. 


Garage and Maintenance e There 
are doors at each end of the three 
lanes in the garage and maintenance 
area, so that units may be driven 
clear through. Two of the aisles are 
used for lubrication and minor PM 
operations on trailers. The third aisle 
is a wash rack for trucks and tractors.

Windshield Wipers 


WINDSHIELD WIPERS OPERATE an average of 25 
months in fleet service without repairs and the 
average job takes 1 hour and 12 minutes. This 
performance is considered satisfactory by the 
bulk of the fleet operators (548 of 827) who 
participated in this survey. 

More operators appear to prefer electrically 
operated wipers to the vacuum wiper although 
more operators have vacuum wipers than have 
the electrics. 

Some operators complain about the inacces 
sibility of the mounting while others suggest 
that standardization of blades and blade mount- 
ings would help. Careless handling by filling 
station operators is the cause of some failures. 
Curved windshields add to the difficulty encoun- 
tered in some cases. 

Repairing windshield wipers is considered a 
specialty by 475 fleets who do not repair wipers 
in the fleet shop. Some 193 operators have 
trouble obtaining parts for repairs. 

Comments from the operators of 118,199 ve- 
hicles indicate that there has been a decided 
improvement in windshield wipers in the last 
few years. END

GOOD WILL is the aim and result of a well-planned 
award system... and good will is contagious. Your em- 


ployees spread it to each other and to your customers. 


What awards do... 





... for the employee, they put a premium on skill and 
accomplishment. They encourage an employee to excel. 


and they create enthusiasm and a spirit of competition 
... for the company, they help stimulate the interest 
of your employees in everyday effort. They help you get 


employees who work for the company and not just 


merely “do a job.” 


What is an award? 


Since there has been much misinformation about 





awards, it’s wise to clarify exactly what is meant by the 
term. Awards are not méant to reward an employee for 
merely doing his job—-because he is employed and paid 
to do his job correctly. Awards cannot be given for “do 
ing the job.” 

Awards should be made for effort and results beyond 
the normal performance of duty . the extra job 
the extra push that makes the job done exceptional and 


outstanding 


Setting up an award plan 





In setting up an award plan, the following procedure 


is recommended: 


Objective e Get your objective down in writing. Re 
member you are awarding employees for definite ac- 
complishments. You are trying to achieve “better per 
formance.” Better performance means efliciency. econ- 
omy, lower labor turnover, conservation of equipment. 
interest and loyalty to your company. Together these 
assets spell “good will,” which in turn gives your com- 
pany good public and employee relations, and a smooth- 
running organization. 

Working organization « A committee should be 
formed which represents management, supervisory levels 
and employees. This committee should put the objective 
down in simple, understandable writing and make deci 
sions covering the following: 

Basis for awards e This must be determined in ad 
vance. As an example, for drivers the basis might be 
accident-free miles. or accident-free driving time. 
Award period e This must be set. It can be monthly. 
quarterly or yearly. In most cases, yearly award periods 
are the most satisfactory, because they lend themselves 
to a long period of continuous effort. This can be a sore 
spot if your committee doesn’t decide on definite terms 
For examp!e, if an award is made for five years of safe 
driving, does this mean five continuous vears or five a 
cident-free years 7 

Eligibility ¢ This must be carefully outlined. For ex 
ample, what happens when there is a break in time be 
cause of sickness, transfer or for other reasons? 
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What to award? e Usually awards are in the form of 
a pin or button. Certificates are often used for intermedi- 
ate periods leading up to a more substantial award. Com- 
mittee should consider additional awards for extra-long 
sale periods. 

Additional ideas ¢ Data on good points or headaches 
can be obtained from other organizations that have 
award systems. Names of companies having award sys- 
tems in your area can be obtained from the National 
Safety Council, the National Council of Private Motor 
Truck Owners and the American Trucking Associations 


Carrying out the program 





An efficient approach is vital to the success of the pro 
gram. You've got to consider 
When to give awards e Don't keep your employees 
waiting for the awards long after they have been earned. 
The sooner the presentation is made, the better. 
How to give awards e Make the presentation per- 
sonal, The higher the ranking of the, company official 
who makes the presentation the better. Give it plenty of 
publicity: make it in the presence of other employees. 
write it up in your company publication and give the 
information to the local press. 
Records e Your records must be accurate and accord- 
ing to the rules laid down by your committee. Nothing 
will kill a plan quicker than mistakes, favoritism, argu 
ments or frequent changing of the rules. 
Continued publicity e Award contests do not run 
themselves. Keep the value of your plan constantly be 
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fore your employees. Post the rules in a conspicuous 
place. Talk about the system at meetings and to your 
employees personally. Remember if you are not enthusi- 
astic about the program, they won't be either. END

SINCE COSTS OF OPERATING vehicles 
have gone up 60 per cent in the past 
ten years. it has become necessary for 
truck operators to carry more pay 
load to offset these costs.

LABOR ROUND-UP 


Introduction 

e This correspondent, known as a golf duffer. would 
rather substitute for Washington’s amateur golf champ, 
Joe Gambatese (no kidding), on the links, then pinch-hit 
this column for him. Joe’s the outstanding writer in this 
field, has a thorough knowledge of the subject. and an 
unexeelled style. This is a one-issue stand for me because 
Joe will be back in the October issue. 


Health, Welfare and Pensions 

e The Teamsters seem to be getting what they want 
along these lines today. For Health and Welfare it’s 
crystal clear that their demands on motor truck operators 
are universal—$2.00 a week or $8.65 a month per man 
put into a jointly administered fund for life insurance, 
including accidental death and dismemberment and 
temporary disability. Also, group hospitalization and 
surgical fees for the worker and his dependents. Pen- 
sions, somewhat common among private carriers, are 
new to for-hire truck operators. Union demands, how- 
ever, are uniform—6 cents an hour per man with benefits 
to be determined later by a jointly administered trus- 


teeship. 


Trucking Employees Get 38 % Raise 

e Dan Packard, Chief of the Wage Section of the Indus- 
trial Relations Department in ATA, pops up with gov- 
ernmental figures showing that workers in highway 
freight transportation and warehousing have come a 
long way in 12 years, Based on U. S. Department of 
Commerce data, he finds their annual earnings averaged 
$4,043 in 1951 as compared with $1,521 in 1939. In 
terms of 1939 dollars (adjusting for cost-of-living) this 
is a 38 per cent boost in real income. 


Drivers and the Picket Line 

e The Second U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals says a 
truck driver can be fired for refusing to cross a picket 
line. This is a reversal of NLRB in NLRB vy. Rockaway 
News Supply Company, Inc. While this looks like a new 
legal twist, employers would do well to read the case in 
the light of their labor contracts. 


Wage-Hour Law and Gas Discount 


e Now come the wage-hour inspectors saying service sta- 
tions which “gas” trucks lose their “retail business” ex- 
emption from the Wage-Hour Law. Idea is that selling to 
trucks is not retail, where discounts are given, or, where 
more than 25 per cent of their dollar volume comes from 
sales to truckers. They want to force the stations to pay 
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overtime after 40 hours. Obviously, the alternative for 
the stations would be dropping the discount and/or 
reducing their trucking sales volume. We don’t think 
the courts will let Wage and Hour get away with it. 


No WSB Exemption For Trucking 

e Economic Stabilizer Putnam in decontrolling small 
business under the new Defense Production Act excluded 
for-hire trucking from wage and salary control exemp- 
tions. We have dug around the marble halls of govern- 
ment and gathered that Putnam’s reasoning was based 
on recommendations of the old WSB and that it went 
something like this: 

1. Wage increase freedom for the substantial number 
of employees engaged by small firms in this huge truck- 
ing industry would cause pirating from larger com- 
panies, and serious inflationary pressures, (Wages take 
up around 50 per cent of the industry’s incoming dollar.) 

2. Wages in many of the small companies are keyed 
to terms of multi-employer bargaining so their exemp- 
tion from wage controls would reverse historical rela- 
tionships—and possibly deter organizing. 

3. Trucking unions are positive in their position that 
controls must be exercised over all or none of the work- 
ers in the same unionized crafts. 


WSB Shorter Week Rules 

e Joe Gambatese hit the WSB shorter work week rules 
right on the nose when he said they won't have a specific 
or automatic formula and will treat petitions case by 
case. Just before retiring, the old Board, with a strong 
dissent from industry members, passed on a reduced 
work week case to which they didn’t apply their rule 
of thumb. 

The case involved the New York City brewery industry 
where labor and management agreed to cut the work 
week to 35 hours for the same pay, plus a 10 cent hourly 
wage boost. The Board majority said they could take 
the 10 cents or the 35 hours, but not both. Queer thing 
about this ruling was that the reduced work week was 
worth 16 cents per hour—good cause for the industry 


dissent. 


ATA’s Industrial Relations Forum 

e I’m told that everybody who came to ATA’s Third 
Annual National Trucking Industrial Relations Forum 
in Denver this June, got a pretty complete education on 
wage and salary stabilization as it affects trucking. Just 
so you won't miss the Fourth Annual Forum, I'd like 
you to know that in 1953 it’s set for June 15-18 in 
Cleveland, Ohio. END

DETROIT REPORT... 


Truck Supply 
Looks Grim 


It may be October before 
dealers get a fair supply of 


trucks. 


e More than 120,000 trucks were 
lost in July and August because 
of the steel strike. July was the 
lowest production month in six 
years. 


Availability e The supply of new 
trucks will depend on models de- 
sired. Generally speaking, govern- 
ment allotment percentages are 
felt to be top heavy with too much 
allowed on heavies and not enough 
for lights. Lights were scarce be- 
fore the strike while medium and 
heavies were almost in excess. 

Better than 50 per cent of the 
truck dealers have depleted their 
stocks and factories. These usu- 
ally maintain an inventory “float” 
of new models, but now they are 
bone dry. Shortages will con- 
tinue on lights but mediums and 
heavies will ease up. Even so it 
will be nearly October before most 
dealers have a fair stock. Losses 
could easily be made up by the 
factories if they could get sufficient 
steel. At present though it looks 
like everything will be allocated 
to defense so the shortage can be 
only partially made up.

These 1,479 miles involve 
an investment of $1,698,300,000. 
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The citizens are still weighing 
pros and cons of toll roads as listed 
on page 85 of the April, 1952 
FLEET OWNER. However, a trend 
seems to indicate that toll roads 
are gaining a certain amount of 
respectability. Both the National 
Highway Users Conference and 
the Western Highway Institute 
have somewhat modified their op- 
position to toll roads. 

The American Association of 
State Highway Officials has not 
reached a decision on the problem 
yet. Their executive committee re- 


viewed the report of special com- 
mittee that had been studying the 
“problem of toll roads and their 
relation to Federal-aid” and stated 
that it was “inadvisable” to sub- 
mit any recommendations at this 
time. 

Current and prospective devel- 
opments in the toll road field on a 
state-by-state basis include the 
following: 

Pennsylvania: Will extend Penn- 
sylvania turnpike 33.4 miles 
through Montgomery and Bucks 
counties to the Delaware river for 
connection with the New Jersey 
turnpike. Is also considering an- 
other new link in its toll system. 
Connecticut: Further extension of 
Connecticut's toll parkway system 
is planned. 
Florida: A one million dollar toll 
superhighway between Jackson- 
ville and Miami has been proposed. 
Maine: Plans to extend its toll 
superhighway north of Portland.

“Your job 
is an important one for, under the 
existing conditions, there are more 
people moving than there have 
ever been before,” he said. 

‘I think there are somewhere 
around 4,000 household movers in 
this country. You are doing an ex- 
cellent job. By the service you are 
giving you have eliminated prac- 
tically all moving by rail.” 

Exriier, Commissioner Knudson 
pointed out that the ICC “not only 
agreed that reduced rates to the 
government should not be per- 
mitted, but went even further, ex- 
pressing the view that the govern- 
ment should pay full tariff rates on 
all property transported for it.” 
The provision of law allowing the 
reduced rates is Sec. 22. Mr. Knud- 
son predicted that a bill to elimi- 
nate the Sec. 22 privilege will be 
re-introduced in the next Con- 
gress, and, he said, “this one ought 
to pass.’

State Senator Collier has left little doubt that he 


will plug for an increase 


e Senator Randolph Collier of 
Yreka, Calif. has said that he be- 
lieves the trucking industry should 
pay a larger share of the total tax 
burden for highways. And he is 
expected to say the same thing at 
the 1953 session of the California 
state legislature. Collier heads a 
joint senate-assembly committee 
studying California’s highway con- 
struction needs and is co-author of 
the California Collier-Burns High- 
way Financing Act 


Heavily Burdened? At present 
California has a highway financing 
system based on combination of 
weight and gross receipts taxes 
And here is what the Senator 
thinks about it: “Although the 
burden may not be distributed with 
complete equity under the present 
system, the trucking industry as a 
whole is not overburdened as far 
as their total user taxes are con- 
cerned.” 

Then the Senator charged that 
the trucking industry should pay 
a larger share of the tctal tax bur- 
den for highways. “Certainly they 
should not pay less,” he said 

The Senator pointed out that his 
committee has considered all the 
other financing plans and still feels 
that California has the best system 

with a few exceptions. He likes 
the Oregon and New York mileage 
tax but complains — “truckers 
both those for hire and the privates 
up in arms when mileage 
mentioned.” To which

Trucking Held Down? The Sena- 
tor claimed that the present user 
tax system may have “certain in- 
equitable features” but that it was 
hard to see “how they have held 
down the trucking business in this 
state.’ He explained that “Gross 
receipts tax assessments in 1940-51 
were based on taxable business of 
$407 million. The 1946-47 figure 
was $276 million. Some of the 47 
per cent increase is due to higher! 
rates because of inflation, but cer- 
tainly a large part is due to in- 
creased volume of traffic 

“At the same time,” the Senator 
said, “‘there has been a tremendous 
growth of interstate trucking. In 
1951, 138,000 trucks entered Cali- 
fornia without California licenses 
This is 60 per cent more than in 
1947.

Speed and Stop Instruments 
Proved Their Worth 


HERE'S AN INTERESTING STORY on 
speed and stop recording instru- 
ments submitted by a South Ameri- 
can neighbor after reading the article 
on these instruments in the November 
51 issue of FLEET OWNER. 

The company, the Rio Grande Ex- 
press, Sao Paulo, S. A. was faced 
with the problem of finding an ac- 
curate means of accounting for the 
operations of its rolling stock. As an 
experiment, they installed speed and

stop recording instruments in several 
vehicles. The results were so success 
ful that today all their units, over 
200 in number, are equipped with 
these instruments. 

Their problem was aggravated by 
their unusual type of operations. The 
firm has 15 affiliates scattered through- 
out Brazil, and frequently a unit will 


operate between these outposts for 
some time before returning to the 
central terminal. Consequently, man 
agement realized the importance of 
finding some means of safeguarding 
its interests and providing the drivers 
with a way of accounting for delays. 
Then in 1950, they heard about speed 
and stop recording instruments and 
decided to try them. 

Here is the procedure that has been 
followed in using this equipment 
When dispatched on a trip, each op- 
erator is given enough dials to keep 
the equipment recording until he re- 
turns to the terminal. Since the dials 
must be replaced every 12 hours, he 
is given two for each day he is ex- 
pected to be out. Upon his return, the 
driver deposits the dials, together 
with his log, which explain the rea 
sons for the stops made on the trip. 
These records are compared and they 
should support each other. since they 
are used in computing the driver's 
pay. 

Since the company has used these 
instruments, with a consequent speed 
limitation, savings have been effected 
in: 


Fuel—up to 30 per cent 


2. Tires up to 10 per cent 
Stock— (bodies, springs, chas 
sis) up to 30 per cent. 

Added to these savings, is a reduc- 
tion in the accident rate. This in turn 
has cut downtime, thereby increasing 
payload and profits.
